THE COINAGE OF BRITISH WEST AFRICA 


British West Africa was an administrative grouping of the former British colonies of the Gambia, Sierra 
Leone, Nigeria and the Gold Coast. From 1907 to 1958, through the West African Currency Board, they 
were supplied with a common currency including paper money. The coins were minted to be used and 
collecting them was never the natural instinct of West Africans. However quite a number of coins never 
seem to have made it to the shores of Africa and this probably accounts for the survival of the small 
amounts of choice coins now available to the collector’s market. This remarkable collection has benefitted 
from the dispersal of several others in relatively recent years and it contains coins only of the choicest 
condition, with each coin certified and graded by NGC and PCGS on the US numerical system, and CGS 
“Coin Grading Service UK” whose system ranges to 100. Wherever possible the pedigrees have been 
noted. 


The main reference used is David Vice, The Coinage of British West Africa and St. Helena 1684-1958 (Birmingham 
1983), using his numbers, each with the prefix FT, as in the book. Peter Mitchell’s catalogues of the Pridmore 
Collection (Glendining, 21-22 September 1981) and R. J. Ford Collection (Spink Auction 88, 14 October 
1991), are invaluable, the latter of especial interest with its referencing the coin edges, alas not visible in 
their present encapsulated form. Randy Weit’s catalogues of the Diana and Arielle collections for Baldwin’s 
Auctions (23 September 2008 and 26 September 2013) have also provided valuable information as has, 
of course, Heritage’s catalogue of David Vice’s collection (Heritage Auction 3039, 10 January 2016). J. 
H. (Jerry) Remick published “The Coinage of British West Africa”, in the Numismatic Circular (December 
1966-February 1967), and his Guide Book and Catalogue of British Commonwealth Coins (Winnipeg 1971) was 
ground-breaking. André de Clermont and John Wheelet’s Catalogue of British Colonial and Commonwealth Coins 
(London 1986) was to be the foundation of the relevant entries in the Krause — Mishler Standard Catalogue of 
World Coins, the KM reference used throughout. Finally, the cataloguers would like to clarify the use of the 
term “Specimen” which has been used by the grading services on many coins in the collection, and quote 
directly from the NGC website definition, aimed at the coinage of the US mints, which have “occasionally 
produced coins that fall short of the definition for actual Proofs yet are clearly superior to the normal 
currency issues”.

Indeed, the collector seems to be absolutely correct that this is the 
finest known example; comparing it to the Diana and Arielle Collection examples, this is far and away the superior 
piece. Though the standard numismatic lexicon does not possess monikers to qualitatively describe the surface of this 
coin because of its somewhat unusual composition (such as “Red” to describe a copper coin), it certainly seems to 
have wholly original surfaces, and probably appears more or less the same as it did the day it left the mint. Wonderfully 
lustrous and truly stunning; it would without a doubt be one of the centrepieces of any British West Africa collection.

The Royal Mint, The Hon. Sir Charles William Freemantle, KCB (1834-1914), Deputy Master,

7” good order and a fascinating insight, 
sold with a printed coin dealer’s list by H. R. Garbutt of Derby, dated November 1880, in facsimile 
handwriting. Prices for ancient and English coins start at 2/-, with the top end including from Syracuse, 
“an extremely fine & Perfect Tetradrachm ... 32/”; and George I “Set of Crown to Penny — 35/-” , 20 x 
15 ins., folded in 4, split in centre fold and other minor tears, a fascinating record £80-120 
Freemantle served as Deputy Master, 1868-1894 and duly received his share of honours. He also served a director 
of the Suez Canal Company. The letter expresses the public’s rejection of Boehm’s portrait, which must have been 
distressing to Freemantle.

1972. Indian Mutiny medal 1857-59, 1 clasp, Delhi (Serj. Geo. A. Shipp, 1st. Bn. Bengal Art.), very fine = £350-550 


A note with the medal, quoting from The Indian Mutiny of 1857 by Colonel G. B. Malleson [1891], London, Seeley & 
Co. (though misidentified) states ‘Sergeant G. Shipp was in charge of ‘F’ Battery of the Bengal Artillery at Takiwal 
Forts in the siege of Delhi (1857). His father, Colonel John Shipp, commanded the 87° Regt. of Foot (Royal Irish 
Fusiliers) at the Siege of Delhi, and held the encircled Garrison out for nearly 3 months, before being relieved by the 
main English columns. He became General in 1864 and his son subsequently became Captain. Died 1877” 


1973. Queen’s South Africa medal 1899-1902, single clasp, Cape Colony (29375 Shg. Sth. A. Morgan. 88" Coy 
Imp. Yeo.), good very fine £80-120 


A note with the medal states that Morgan was a ‘man of elderly years, had served as a regular since 1874 and left South 


Africa before the end of the war’
